” Plot to kill de Gaulle

CHICAGO (UPI). — Congressional 
leaders involved in the Central In- 
telligence Agency investigation have 
been told of CIA involvement in a 
plot with French dissidents to as- 
sassinate the late Gen. Charlies de 
Gaulle with a poison ring, the 
“Chicago Tribune” said in 2 copy- 
righted dispatch yesterday. 

The dispatch said that within 
the past two weeks, a CIA repres- 
entative “disclosed sketchy details 
of the scheme during a briefing of 
the Capitol Hill leaders” on what 
they might expect to find as various 
congressional committees begin in- 
quirtes.
